Construction of 
Dam Center of 
Interest Here. 


Much interest is béing shown 
here today in the likelihood of a 
huge dam costing several million 
dollars being erected in San An- 
tonio canyon by the federal gov- 
erment as a flood control project. 

While the proposed structure is 
Scheduled for postwar construc- 
tion it is understood full prepara- 
tions are being made for immedi- 
ate start of work at the earliest 
Opportunity. 

President Franklin Roosevelt 
has signed legislation providing 
for expenditures of $10,000,000 on 
the Santa Ana river basin, but as 
far as is known here, none of this 
money will be spent on the San 
Antonio canyon, which is within 
the Santa Ana basin. One unoffi- 
cial observer here reported that 
money has already been allocated 
for the local dam. 

As tentatively planned, the dam 
will extend across the San An- 
tonio canyon at about Twenty- 
sixth street, according to unof- 
ficial reports from Los Angeles. 
How much territory south of the 
dam will be required for the pro- 
ject is unknown but it is under- 
stood the federal government may 
obtain ownership of the area a 
quarter of a mile or more south of 
Twenty-sixth street. 

Until recently construction of 
the dam was uncertain but recent 
surveys and an announcement 
from the Los Angeles office of the 
United States army engineers 
gives the assurance the gigantic 
undertaking is definite and that 
actual work will be started when 
a public works program is adopt- 
ed. 

Tentative plans and specifica- 
tions are being prepared and when 
these are given final appproval, 
definite construction specifications 
will be prepared and filed, ready 
for issuance to prospective bidders. 

Purpose of the dam is to pro- 
vide a means of controlling the 
flood water that occasionally 
pours out of San Antonio canyon. 
The disastrous flood of several 
years ago prompted the start of 
the undertaking.

The council reports that since 
Pearl Harbor, America’s war pro- 
duction program has lost 1,100,- 
000,000 total man-days through 
accidents, of which 800,000,000 
man-days represent accidents to 
workers on the job and 300,000,000 
off the job. 

These accidents represent lost 
time equivalent to the time re- 
quired to build 70,000 bombers and 
30 battleships.

“Bankers can do much to solve 
postwar employment ‘problems 
through a liberalized financial 
program for small business enter. 
prises, the December conference : 
of the Independent Bankers asso- 
ciation, of which the First Na- 
tional bank of Upland is a memf- 
was told. 

The speaker was Don FE. Gilman, 
chairman of the public rélations 
committee of the committee for 
economic development and vice 
president of the California Oil and 
Gas association. 

“A reliable analysis has estimat- 
ed that in the period following the 
peace out of the nearly three and 
one-half million residents of the 
Southern California area, approxi- 
mately 320,000 must be regarded 
as unemployed. 

“It has been the tendency to 
look to manufacturing to absorb 
the maximum number of displaced 
employees. A study of the ratios 
of employment in those three 
groups, however, proves conclu- 
sively that this is the wrong ap- 
proach.
